Abolished by 
War Dept. 

Effective last Sunday, August 1, 
the classification of enlisted men 
as ‘‘limited service^’ was abolished 
by the Army. 

All enlisted men now classified 
as “limited service’^ whose records 
indicate that they do meet current 
mental and physical standards for 
induction will be examined. Those 
who meet present minimum stand¬ 
ards for induction will have the 
LS classification deleted from 
their service records.

Capt. Spielman, 
Post Engineer 

Capt. Spielman is a pleasant 
urbane gentleman with a quiet 
sense of humor that he cultivated 
as an architect and engineer. 

The Captain’s Army record 
dates back to World War 1. Born 
in Fairfield, Iowa, in 1891, he was 
educated in the public schools of 
that city and at Cornell Univer¬ 
sity, where he received his archi¬ 
tectural and engineering degree in 
1915. In business for one year be¬ 
fore enlisting in the previous con¬ 
flict, the Captain served as com¬ 



missioned officer with the Air 
Corps, 104th Sq. 5th Corps Obser¬ 
vation Group, and participated in 
the following battles: St. Mihiel 
and Meuse-Argonne. 

After the war. Captain Spiel- 
man returned and settled in Los 
Angeles, where he resumed his 
professional work. 

Though most of his work has 
been residential homes, he has 
made the plans for some of the 
large institutions of that city. 

An officer in the Reserve Corps 
since the last war, the Captain was 
called to active duty June 29, 
1941, at Umatilla Ord. Depot and 
constructed the QM section there. 
On completion of that work he was 
assigned to Pendleton Air Base as 
Post Engineer, and remained there 
until he was transferred to Camp 
Anza as Post Engineer. Since his 
arrival at Camp, the Captain has 
had to inspect and accept all the 
newly constructed buildings for 
the Commanding Officer. 

Prior to the activation of pres¬ 
ent Planning Division, Captain 
Spielman assisted the Command¬ 
ing Officer and the Executive 
Officer in the planning for the ad¬ 
ditional facilities that constitute 
the functions of the Post Engineer. 
With a present staff of 90 people, 
the Post Engineer is called for 
maintenance and repair of all

Germans Gas AEF 

The Germans first gassed the 
AEF on the night of February 25, 
1918, during the first chapter of 
the World War. Bombs containing 
a mixture of Phosgene and Chlor- 
picrin were used. The AEF receiv¬ 
ed sufficient warning of the comb¬ 
ing gas attack but casualties were 
high. It was found that the stand¬ 
ing order “Men will not remove 
the mask until ordered to do so 
by an officer” was absolutely dis¬ 
regarded by practically all units 
affected, and that fully 75 per 
cent of the casualties were due to 
the disobedience of this order, cas¬ 
ualties which efficient training and 
discipline would have prevented.— 
“World War Casualties” by Col. 
Harry L. Gilchrist.
